Oklahoma City, June 26.—The house 
of representatives Wednesday passed 
nine bills by the Maxey investigating 
committee, 
which 
were 
introduced 
Monday. All of the bills were in­ 
tended to remedy conditions disclosed 
by the investigations. 
The most important, giving the gov­ 
ernor 
power 
to 
hear 
complaints 
against public officers, 
to 
summon 
witnesses and examine 
them 
under 
oath to' punish for contempt, had a 
narrow escape from defeat, - getting 
by with the bare constitutional ma­ 
jority of fifty. 
Representative Glasco led the fight 
an this bill, on the grounds that it, j 
in part, did exactly what both the 
third and fourth legislatures had re- } 
tused to do at the governor’s own re­ 
quest—give the governor 
power 
to 
entertain and try complaints against 
county officials. 
“ We have emphatically gone on rec­ 
ord again t ex ending gubernatorial 
supervision 
to 
complaints 
against 
county officials, 
said 
Mr. 
Glasco, 
<and I cannot escape the conclusion 
that the general terms of this bill 
would give him that power,” Speaker 
Pro Tempore Emanuel joined in the 
pro.est against the form of the bill. 
Representative 
H. H. 
Smith 
de- 
1 ended tile bill, which he said merely 
vitalized the constitutional obligation 
put on the governor to see that the 
laws oi the state' were enforced. 
Speaker Maxey left 
the 
chair 
to 
assist in the defense of the bill, and 
made the closing remarks in its be­ 
half. The constitution 
required 
the 
governor to see that the laws were 
enforced, he said and the legislature 
should give him power to 
do 
this j 
duty. 
From remarks made by the speak­ 
er and Mr. Smi h, it was evident that 
Governor Cruce, when testifying be­ 
fore the investigating committee, had 
complained of his inability to enforce 
the laws without power to investigate 
complain s or enforce attendance of 
witnesses. 
The bill applies especially to state 
officers of the executive branch. 
The Glasco amendment, that the 
terms ot the bill should not extend to 
hearing complant* against county of­ 
ficers, was defeated, and the bill pass­ 
ed on roll call by a vote of 50 to 25. 
I he next bill passed requires all 
public officers, under penalty of re­ 
moval to give personal attention to 
the details of their office. There was 
some debate, in which to was called 
to mind that Mr. Curtis had unsuc­ 
cessfully attempted to get such a bill 
through the legislature at the regular 
session. 
The necessity of such legislation, 
said members 
of the

committee, had been made more ap­ 
parent by the probes of the committee 
into departments sadly neglected by 
the head officer.
